Henrie said her group 
would find students to speak 
with and then start general 
conversations to get to know 
them. These talks would then 
lead to their thoughts on reli- 
gion. 

"Their culture is very 
open when talking about 
spiritual things. They were 
really interested in what we 
thought," she said. 

The students had a lot 
of respect for Americans and 
were very willing to discuss 
any subject, whereas Amer- 
icans tend to be more reluc- 
tant to talk about personal 
subjects, Henrie said. 

"I think it's a great oppor- 
tunity, getting to go [on a mis- 
sion trip] internationally," she 
said. Henrie also said she en- 
joyed experiencing a new cul- 
ture. 

Though religion is the pri- 
mary subject for students to 
discuss during mission trips, 
students also connect to indi- 
viduals from other countries 
through athletics.

eled with Navigators, an in- 
ternational Christian out- 
reach ministry that works 
with college campuses, mili- 
tary bases, inner cities, pris- 
ons and youth camps. 

Beck's group partnered 
with Good Sports Interna- 
tional, which is an organiza- 
tion that has created sports 
camps for local children, pri- 
marily children in an orphan- 
age in Miskolc, a small city 
in Hungary. The activities 
the children participated in 
changed every week. 

"We ran baseball and 
soccer camps for the kids and 
hung out with them. That was 
the basis of camp," Beck said. 

Beck said she also had 



the opportunity to teach Eng- 
lish to children in addition to 
working at the sports camps. 

Though religion was not 
the only reason for the trip, 
the group's main goal was to 
talk to the kids in the orphan- 
age who might have had a 
hard time growing up. Beck's 
group wanted to point them 
in the right direction in life. 

"Our main goal was to 
set up friendships with them 
and those who had come to 
Christ," Beck said, referring 
to the Hungarian orphans. 
"We were there to continue 
that and to have Bible discus- 
sions with them and help di- 
rect how they wanted to see 
their lives change."

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RCPD nets 30 DUIs in latest series of patrols, checkpoints

As the Riley Coun- 
ty Police Department 
wraps up a series of sobri- 
ety checkpoints and satu- 
ration patrols that result- 
ed in 30 DUI arrests, Lt. 
Steve Boyda said check- 
points offer better results 
for catching drunk drivers. 

"The saturation pa- 
trols are more productive 
because it allows the pa- 
trol more freedom," Boyda 
said. "But sobriety check- 



points are more effective 
because we stop everyone 
that is traveling down that 
stretch of road and every- 
one knows what is hap- 
pening." 

Boyda said a satu- 
ration patrol is different 
from a checkpoint because 
it consists of two teams of 
two officers who patrol 
the Manhattan area. They 
watch for impaired driv- 
ing and traffic violations, 
including motorists who 
show signs of alcohol or 
drug consumption. 



In five saturation pa- 
trols from March to Au- 
gust, police stopped 131 
cars and arrested 13 peo- 
ple for driving under the 
influence. However, in 
the three sobriety check- 
points conducted, officers 
stopped 698 vehicles and 
made 17 DUI arrests. 

The RCPD conduct- 
ed its most recent sobriety 
checkpoint Saturday. Offi- 
cers stopped 246 cars and 
made seven DUI arrests. 

The series was fund- 
ed by a $10,000 grant from 



the Kansas Department 
of Transportation that al- 
lowed the RCPD to admin- 
ister five saturation patrols 
and three sobriety check- 
points in the 2008 fiscal 
year. 

The grant that funds 
the patrols and check- 
points is renewable every 
year, Boyda said. 

"The RCPD must ap- 
ply for the grant each 
year," Boyda said. "We will 
continue to apply for the 
grant as long as the mon- 
ey is available."

Whether picking up 
books, chatting with old 
friends or just grabbing 
some lunch in the K- State 
Student Union, many stu- 
dents pass by the Union's 
art gallery without knowing 
what it truly holds. 

Union Program Coun- 
cil is presenting "Nature 
Photography" by Judd Pat- 
terson in the Kemper Art 
Gallery on the first floor of 
the Union next to the Little 
Theatre. The exhibit will be 
on display until Friday. 

"Wow," "Great Job," 
and "Inspiring" are a few 
visitors' comments left in 
the gallery's guestbook that 
describe experiences in the 
gallery. 

All comments have 
been positive, said Beth Bai- 
ley, assistant director of the 
Union. Not a single negative 
reaction has been report- 
ed for this "talented young 
man," she said. 

A quick look around 
will explain why Patterson's 
photography is one of Bai- 
ley's top three favorite ex- 
hibits to visit the Union. 

Patterson, a Salina na- 
tive and K- State graduate in 
biology, currently works for 
Florida Parks and Services. 
Marilyn Patterson, Patter- 
son's mother and manager, 



said he always has enjoyed 
nature, and ever since he 
took photos on junior-high 
field trips, Patterson has had 
an immense desire to pursue 
this hobby. 

His photography re- 
flects this passion for the 
outdoors and the beauty we 
so often overlook, Marilyn 
Patterson said. She also said 
she was most proud of his 
patience, because this has 
allowed him to grow and 
become "more profession- 
al." 

Bailey said she of- 
ten found herself thinking, 
"How did he get those?" 
as she looked at Patterson's 
work. According to the pho- 
tographer, the answer is not 
an easy one. 

"It's a process," Patter- 
son said. His knowledge 
and understanding of wild- 
life is a large part of his suc- 
cess. Patterson said know- 
ing details about certain 
species often has allowed 
him to find the right scene 
to capture. 

One of his most notable 
works involving a humming- 
bird illustrates his biological 
background. Anticipating 
the bird's actions, Patterson 
was able to capture the de- 
tails of the event that made 
for a powerful photograph. 

Patterson's profession- 
alism and patience has tak- 
en his work all the way to 



Washington, D.C., where he 
has a gallery display at the 
Department of the Interi- 
or Museum. In the nation's 
capital, work and hobby will 
mesh as Patterson delivers 
an address there on Mon- 
day. 

Photos of the Konza 
Prairie and tallgrass eco- 
systems will "provide new 
audiences with something 
they are not familiar with," 
Patterson said. His detailed 
photographs of the region 
have received high praise 
and, due to the creative 
style, some do not even look 
like photographs. 

"It does look like a 
painting," Bailey said, "but 
it is a photograph, that's for 
sure." 

Patterson explained 
that the photograph is print- 
ed on canvas, which gives 
the picture a different style 
and look. Patterson's "sig- 
nature picture," according to 
Marilyn Patterson, is a great 
example of this style. Not 
only did it require incredible 
patience to find the right an- 
gle on a rainbow, but the en- 
tire photograph looks hand- 
painted. 

Visitors' comments are 
the greatest reward, Patter- 
son said. He said there are 
good and bad days, but it is 
worth it when the photo- 
graphs "speak" to the audi- 
ence.

Chinese Olympic officials 
disappoint world with antics

Farewell, Beijing. Farewell, 
and good riddance. 

I do acknowledge it was a 
kind of success, especially for 
the United States. Depending 
on the figures one uses - that 
is, depending on the person 
asked - we earned either first 
or second place, not taking the 
most gold medals but winning 
the most medals overall. 

We had Michael Phelps, 
an athlete so dominant he 
completely marginalized the rest 
of the field, set an astonishing 
seven world records and did 
not fail to win the gold in any 
event in which he competed. 

A few events were marred 
with atrocious officiating - and 
in the case of the uneven bars, 
also nonsensical and arbitrary 
algorithms - and frequently, 
we still managed to win. And as 
usual, and most encouragingly, 
many other teams from around 
the globe emerged from their 
apparent obscurity to provide 
us with that characteristic and 
timeless sense of excitement. 

Even the opening 
ceremony was a marvel, which 



at $100 million U.S. dollars, it 
certainly ought to have been. 
For four hours, it captured the 
imagination of the world. 

But our host? Disgraceful, 
in a word. 

This was to be China's 
glorious debut, the pivotal 
moment at which it would 
symbolically join the rest of the 
developed world, but instead, 
it has just been yet another 
indicator of how backward the 
country is. 

The Chinese authorities, of 
course, rebuffed all objections on 
the grounds that the Olympics 
must be free of politics. This is 
mostly disingenuous but also 
downright stupid; how could it 
be? 

And, for that matter, 
why should it be? Should the 
crowd in attendance at the 
opening ceremony have fallen 
silent upon the entrance of the 
Iranian team or not? Should 
the United States and others 
have boycotted the Games 
altogether, or should we not 
have? 

The Olympics are highly 
political, always have been, and 
always must be, from before 
the host is decided until the 



Olympic torch is extinguished, 
and the Chinese government 
handled it in a predictably 
political way. 

Officials promised not to 
engage in electronic surveillance 
of their guests, and they did. 
They promised to clean up 
their air, and they did not. They 
forged official documents to 
circumvent important official 
regulations, and now they have 
conscripted the International 
Olympic Committee into 
covering their tracks. 

Now, these are all standard 
fare as far as evil machinations 
go, but what is truly indicative of 
the state of China is the sad little 
controversy which surrounded 
the opening ceremony itself. 

It was later revealed by 
Chen Qigang, the Olympics' 
music director, that the adorable 
little girl who appeared to have 
sung the Chinese anthem was 
not actually the vocalist. 

Yang Peiyi - the true 
vocalist - was originally to 
have performed it live, but 
a party official objected to 
her appearance, so Yang's 
wonderful voice was used and 
the more "photogenic" Lin 
Miaoke was used as an actor. 



Now, the problem with 
these Milli Vanilli-inspired 
shenanigans is not the sheer 
superficiality of it, of course; 
for better or worse, everyone 
makes decisions on that basis. 

The problem is their 
callousness, and the fact that 
government officials did not 
make the slightest attempt to 
either apologize or explain. 

"The audience will 
understand that it's in the 
national interest," Chen told 
Beijing Radio. 

Indeed. 

Why, in light of legitimate 
human rights violations, is this 
important? The short answer 
is simply that it is not. After all, 
Yang, Lin and everyone else in 
the "People" part of the People's 
Republic of China probably 
had no part in it. And even if 
they did, it is unlikely they had 
a choice. 

Actually, as it turns out, 
the long answer is exactly the 
same.

For this fall semes- 
ter, students enrolled us- 
ing iSIS instead of KATS. 
It is a relief to see K-State 
update its technology and 
improve its enrollment 
system, but iSIS still has a 
few kinks technology offi- 
cials need to work out. 

There were times when 
KATS would be inacces- 
sible because of too many 
users on the server, and 
users would be kicked off 
if they were idle for too 
long. However, KATS 
was simple to understand 
and use, something iSIS 
could stand to improve. 

Once users click on 
the KATS/iSIS link on 
the K-State Web site, they 
have options to enroll 
in class, view holds, buy 
athletic tickets, and com- 
plete other tasks. But af- 
ter users click one of 
these links, they have to 
sign in to K-State, and 
are then sent to a general 
iSIS page. 

Regardless of what a 
user selected, he or she is 
sent to the same page.

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Local Sonic earns national top-12 award

It is 5 p.m. at the end of a long day of classes. 
Dinner is near, but empty refrigerators keep stu- 
dents hungry.

The competition proved to be a breeze for 
the Manhattan team, though, as it finished with 
a perfect score, placing the store in the top 12. 
On Sept. 14, the team will travel to Orlando, Fla., 
where employees will be competing for the title of 
best Sonic in the U.S.

Setter 

The setter is the player on the 
volleyball team that sets the 
team's attackers. A setter posi- 
tion is similar to a quarterback 
in football or a point guard in 
basketball in the sense that the 
setter runs the team's offense. 
Some teams may choose to have 
multiple setters run the team 
offense.

Volleyball team looks to replicate recent success

With the start of the Wild- 
cats' 2008 volleyball season 
just three days away, the atmo- 
sphere within the confines of 
Ahearn Field House is becom- 
ing increasingly optimistic. 

Coming off the heels of its 
2007 campaign, which included 
23 wins, a third-place finish in 
the Big 12 and the team's sixth 
NCAA Tournament appear- 
ance in the last seven years, the 
K-State volleyball team appears 
poised to have another success- 
ful season and to contend for 
the Big 12 Conference title. 

"Our expectations stay the 
same every year," head coach 
Suzie Fritz said. "We don't 
care about anyone's expecta- 
tions except our own. We just 
want to win as many matches 
as possible and put ourselves in 
a position to win a conference 
championship." 

K-State, which is ranked No. 
14 in the American College Vol- 
leyball Association preseason 
poll, welcomes four newcom- 
ers, including true freshmen 
Kathleen Ludwig, an outside 
hitter from Shawnee, Kan.; 
Izabela Grot, an outside hitter 
from Krakow, Poland; and Mel- 



anie Delimont, a middle block- 
er from Wichita. The Wildcats' 
top newcomer, setter Soriana 
Pacheco of Turmero, Venezu- 
ela, was the 2007 National Ju- 
nior College Player of the Year 
at Western Nebraska Commu- 
nity College. 

Five seniors will play their 
final season in a Wildcat uni- 
form, including opposite hitter 
Nataly Korobkova, the 2007 
Big 12 Newcomer of the Year 
and a third team All-American, 
and middle blocker Megan Farr, 
a 2007 Big 12 Honorable Men- 
tion selection. 

Following the departure of 
libero Angie Lastra, setter Sta- 
cey Spiegelberg and libero Lau- 
ren Rosenthal - all members of 
last year's senior class - several 
positions will need to be filled. 
Fritz, entering her eighth season 
as the Wildcats' head coach, 
said there has been plenty of 
competition for the remaining 
starting positions. 

"I like the competition we've 
had so far," she said. "There are 
still a lot of decisions to be made 
and positions to be earned." 

Sophomore Lauren 
Mathewson has pulled ahead 
in preseason practices to be 
the frontrunner for the starting 
libero position, while Pachecho 



and redshirt freshman Abby Fay 
are both considered candidates 
for the setter position. Fritz said 
all three players have made sig- 
nificant progress. 

"Lauren has had a great two 
weeks," she said. "She's been 
working really hard and busting 
her hump in practice." 

Fritz said the team is adapt- 
ing slowly to new faces at the 
setter position. 

"The style that Abby and So- 
riana play with is different than 
how Stacey played," she said. 
"Ball control is our biggest con- 
cern right now, and it's some- 
thing we've been working hard 
on." 

Fritz also said Pacheco's suc- 
cess in the past should help her 
make the transition to the Divi- 
sion I level. 

"Soriana has had experi- 
ence on a big stage," she said. 
"She played on the Venezuelan 
national team and she was the 
National Player of the Year last 
season at Western Nebraska. 
That should make it easier, but 
it's still a big transition." 

Fritz said she thinks the 
Wildcats, who feature players 
from five different countries, 
will have to overcome cer- 
tain boundaries created by the 
team's diversity. 



"There are cultural differ- 
ences we'll have to handle as 
the season progresses," she said. 
"We let [the team] know that 
it's OK to be different. It doesn't 
matter if you're from Russia, 
Venezuela or Salina. Volleyball 
is its own language." 

K-State held its annual 
alumni match and purple-white 
scrimmage Saturday at Ahearn. 
The regular season begins Fri- 
day when the Wildcats take on 
Tennessee State in the Mortar 
Board Premier, where No. 25 
Purdue University will act as 
host. The Wildcats open their 
home slate on Sept. 8 when 
they welcome California State 
Bakersfield to the "Old Barn."

Spirits were high last sea- 
son for the men's basketball

But after the Wildcats lost 
to Wisconsin in the second 
round of the tournament, the 
headlines and speculation 
shifted from the tournament 
to the draft. 

Michael Beasley and for- 
mer Memphis guard Derrick 
Rose were the faces of the 
2008 NBA Draft, but this 
draft was overflowing with 
college talent. Five players 
from KU's national cham- 
pionship team were chosen 
and a record 10 freshmen 
were drafted in the first 
round, according to Sports 
Illustrated. 

Names like Mayo, Gor- 
don and Bayless were tossed 
around for weeks prior to 
the draft, but former Wild- 
cat Bill Walker did not re- 
ceive the coverage and hype 
given to former teammate 
Beasley. Concerns about 
Walker's health were strong 
enough that no team in the 
first round was willing to see 
what he could do. 

It wasn't until the 47th 
pick that the Washington 
Wizards took a chance on 
Walker and then traded him 
to the reigning champion 
Boston Celtics. 

On Aug. 22, the Celtics 
signed Walker, though no 
details of his contract have 
been given, according to 
WIBW-TV in Topeka. There 
is little he can do to make the 
Celtics better than they were 
during their championship 
run, but if Walker is patient, 
he could be an important 
contributor. 

Two key pieces to Bos- 
ton's success were guards 
Ray Allen and Paul Pierce. 
Both exploded in the finals 
and are set to be in Boston at 
least for another year. How- 
ever, their respective ages 
might be Walker's biggest 
ally. Allen is 33 and Pierce 
will be 31 when the season 
starts. 

Walker's size - 6-foot- 
6 and 220 pounds - makes 
him bigger than Allen and 10 
pounds lighter than Pierce. 
Walker doesn't quite have 
Allen's shooting skill, but he 
can drive the basket better 
than either of them. 

Walker does not have 
to be a superstar to get the 
job done, though. Forward 
James Posey averaged only 7 
points per game, but he was 
credited with helping Boston 
dismantle Los Angeles in the 
finals. After the season, he 
signed a four-year contract 
worth $25 million with the 
New Orleans Hornets. 

Once the core of the Celt- 
ics' championship team re- 
tires or moves on to different 
teams, Walker could have 
the chance to play for a good 
team in a basketball town 
and for a players' coach, 
Doc Rivers. If he can be pa- 
tient and sharpen his ability, 
he'll be throwing out the first 
pitch at Fenway in no time.

Local cemetery offers glimpse of local history, peaceful atmosphere for meditating 




HISTORIC SOLITUDE 

Located on Leavenworth Street 
near Manhattan High School, Sunset 
Cemetery is rilled with both history and 
ambience. 

The cemetery is - and always has 
been - a municipally owned cemetery. 
According to Cheryl Collins, director 
of the Riley County Historical Muse- 
um, Sunset Cemetery was established in 
1860, approximately five years after the 
founding of Manhattan. 

Manhattan cemetery sexton Mike 
Mohler said the five-year lapse is typical 
of the relationship between towns and 
cemeteries. 

Among those buried in the city's 
original cemetery are Nehemiah Green, 
former governor of Kansas and Civil 
War soldier. John Winter Robinson, for- 
mer secretary of state, and Earl Woods, 
K- State graduate and father of golfer Ti- 
ger Woods, are also buried in the ceme- 
tery. 

One historic marker located in 
Sunset Cemetery stands proudly near 
the cemetery's center. The Wareham 
mausoleum, built in 1920, is just one 
of many testaments to Harry Wareham 
and his accomplishments in Manhat- 
tan. 

Collins said the mausoleum was 
built for Wareham's mother and is 
made of imported granite - at the cost of 
$60,000 in 1920, quite the undertaking 



for any family in Manhattan at the time 
it was built. 

PEACE FORTHE LIVING 

While a cemetery should not be 
confused with a park, Manhattan citi- 
zens can appreciate Sunset Cemetery's 
solitary location in a number of ways. 

Official hours of operation for the 
cemetery are from sunrise to sunset. 
During this time, students and residents 
the cemetery can find a beautiful, qui- 
et place for walking or jogging on its 
trails. 

Additionally, the calm atmosphere 
of the cemetery offers sanctuary for a 
variety of other activities that are some- 
times difficult to find space for in Man- 
hattan. It offers a quiet space for those 
looking to clear their mind, worship, 
pray, meditate, study or simply escape 
from the hustle and bustle of every day. 

Stately markers and immaculate 
grounds lend themselves beautifully to 
photography or painting. The well-shad- 
ed trails can offer a relaxing afternoon 
for exercise enthusiasts, or avid picnic- 
goers alike. 

Sunset Cemetery provides Man- 
hattan with a quiet, hidden corner that 
should not be disregarded. From the 
Wareham mausoleum to the tree-cov- 
ered paths, there is hardly a more per- 
manent and peaceful place in Manhat- 
tan.

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Transition from KATS to iSIS almost complete

K-State's transition 
from KATS, its online stu- 
dent information applica- 
tion, to iSIS, the new appli- 
cation, is nearly finished. 

Jennifer Gehrt, direc- 
tor of the LASER Proj- 
ect, which includes iSIS, 
said K-State has added a 
few more functions to iSIS 
since the end of last school 
year. 

Those additions in- 
clude the ability to update 
students' personal infor- 
mation, like addresses and 
phone numbers, and the 
ability to see and pay bills 
online. 

Gehrt said the only 
function left on KATS is 
the year-end report of tu- 
ition and fees paid, seen on 



KATS as the IRS education 
tax credit. 

"Everything else 
should now be on iSIS" 
she said. "It's a lot more us- 
er-friendly [than KATS]." 

Larry Moeder, assis- 
tant vice president of stu- 
dent financial assistance, 
said iSIS has combined 
tasks of offices around 
campus to create one large 
system. 

KATS required sepa- 
rate programs for different 
offices that had to be creat- 
ed so they would interface, 
Moeder said. 

"We finally have a to- 
tally integrated system," he 
said. 

iSIS allows several of- 
fices to share new informa- 
tion instantly. 

"We have a much more 
coordinated effort between 



offices," Moeder said. "The 
end result, I think, is a bet- 
ter service to students." 

The "Student Center" 
home page on iSIS has 
links to everything the ap- 
plication has to offer. 

The links are separat- 
ed into categories like en- 
rollment, campus finances, 
academic records, grades, 
marketplace, personal in- 
formation and transfer 
credit. 

"Most of what they 
need is right there on the 
home page," Gehrt said. 

iSIS also offers some 
features that KATS did not 
have. 

Students are able to 
view the wait lists for class- 
es, print off their weekly 
class schedules, and access 
a "To-Do List" which alerts 
them of financial aid pa- 



perwork they need to com- 
plete. 

"It's a little bit more 
intuitive because it's a nor- 
mal browser-based appli- 
cation," Gehrt said. 

Gehrt said grades 
should now be available to 
everyone on iSIS. K-State 
faculty have transitioned 
from paper rosters to put- 
ting students' grades di- 
rectly online. 

"It's more efficient," 
Gehrt said. "They don't 
have to get a paper roster 
in to the registrar's office." 

Gehrt said students 
can view video tutori- 
als about the new system 
online at www.ksu.edu/ 
isishelp/ student. 

There students can 
find the "iSIS Student Sup- 
port" page, which offers tu- 
torial videos about how to 



navigate iSIS. 

Gehrt said K-State is 
still working on adding 
more tutorials. 

Students' feelings to- 
ward the new system are 
varied. 

Cynthia Hampton, ju- 
nior in biological and ag- 
ricultural engineering, said 
her opinion of iSIS has 
changed. 

"At first, I didn't like 
it because I was used to 
KATS," Hampton said. 

But now, she said, she 
appreciates some of the 
changes in iSIS. She said 
she likes how iSIS sets up 
a chart-like schedule when 
students are enrolling. 

Daniel Jemmott, junior 
in dietetics, said he did not 
like the new system. 

"Everything's confus- 
ing," he said. Jemmott said 



he could not enroll in a 
class because there was a 
hold on his account. 

"I couldn't figure 
out what it was for, and 
I couldn't take it off. I 
couldn't get into my lab, 
because iSIS kept messing 
up on me," he said. 

Moeder said K-State 
has gone through some 
"growing pains" with the 
transition to iSIS, but the 
university has handled 
the system change very 
well compared to other 
schools. 

"This is a huge, major 
undertaking for the uni- 
versity," Moeder said. "It's 
a learning process for stu- 
dents and faculty and staff. 

As we progress through 
this year, we'll soon forget 
what the old system was 
like."

for the University of Kansas in 
Lawrence for three years. Pri- 
or to his position at KU, he 
worked with the Kansas Board 
of Regents for more than 12 
years. 

"He's a very talented per- 
son and a really good person to 
work with," said Bruce Shubert, 
associate vice president for ad- 
ministration and finance. 

Shubert has been select- 
ed as Rawson's successor and 
will begin his term on Jan. 1. 
Shubert has had his current 
position since 2003 and has 
served on the Faculty Senate 
Committee on University Plan- 
ning, the Student Senate tu- 
ition committee and the faculty 
salary committee.
